EVADING VICE 
ISSUE-MOSS 


Tells Where Dens’ 
Reap Harvest. 


Vice was bludgeoned yesterday all 
over Chicago and in the suburbs. It 
was attacked from South Chicago to 
Wilmette; from the loop through to 
Oak Park. There were attacks in En- | 
giewood and Normal Park; Logan | 
Square and Rogers Park. | 

A dozen prominent men and women | 
made up the crusading army led | 
by Health Commissioner Bundesen. | 
At the day’s end probably 100,000 
churchmen and women had been ac- 
tively enlisted in the fight to stan:ip 
out commercialized prostitution and 
its corollaries in Chicago. 


Attacks Chief’s Attitade. 

The day developed a sensational at- 
tack upon Chief of Police Fitzmorris 
by Attorney William R. Moss; one of 
the leaders in the demand for-an in- 
dependent grand jury inquiry into vice, 
who has associated himself in the mat- 
ter with Chief Justice Michael Li. Mc- 
Kinley of the Criminal court. 

Mr.. Moss, speaking before the con- 
gregation of the Englewood Presby- 
terian church at 64th street and Yale 
avenue, startéd the proceedings by 
reading two letters—one whith he re- 
ceived by special messenger from Chief 
Fitgmorris late Saturday after the 
chief learned about the meetings to be 
held Sunday; and Mr. Moss’ reply to 
the chief. 

Sees Chief on Defensive. 

“Your letter seers to mie to be an 
attempt to interpose a defense before 
any charges are made,’ Mr. Moss 
states in his answer to Fitzmorris; and 
then he bluntly asks the question: “ Is 
there fear of apprehension in any one’s 
heart or mind? If so, why?” And he 
continues: “You, Mr. Fitzmorris, by 
your letter have given me the right 
and the opportunity to ask that ques- 
tion.” 

The chief's letter in effect pointed 
out what has been done by the depart: 
ment since he took hold of the reins. 

“I would like to have you believe 
that I have no desire to influence your | 
judgment in addressing you,” the chief 
states in his letter; and in this con- 
nection the lawyer who is fighting vice 
comes heatedly back at him with: 

“Then why have you written me 
this letter?” 

Presents Crime Figures. 

The chief had inclosed in his letter 
figures from the reports of the crime 
commission and other organizations. 

“I was fully advised as to the con- 
tents of, these reports before receiv- 
ing your letter,” Mr. Moss continued. 
“As I read it, J felt that it was in- 
tended by you to have me believe that 
all was well with Chicago so far as 
vice is concerned. 

“Naturally enough, you cause me to 
wonder what are the real conditions 
in Chicago, in the Chicago police de- 
partment, if the chief submits a de- 
fense in the shape of a record of past 
achievements such as you give, in ad- 
vance. of any indictment. 

Protected Officials, He Says. 

“Thus far without suggestion from 
you or your friends I have tried to 
protect you and other officials of Chi- 
cago and Cook county from the possi- 
bility of attack at these meetings. ’ 
“I think that I and all right thinking 
men and women are entiled to know 
all the facts respecting the so-called 
commercialized vice situation in Chi- 
cago 

He stated that he had gone to Chief 
Justice McKinley to learn the “real 
situation.” 

“ Justice McKinley,” he continued, 
“stated to me that on the last day 
of the term of the January grand jury 
he had been asked to appear before 
the jury and that they then told him 
that enough evidence had been pre 
sented to convince them that open, 
flagrant, and depraved prostitution ex- 
isted in Chicago at the present. time. 

Quotes Jury’s Attitade. 

“They recommended that the mat- 
ter be brought to the attention of the 
incoming grand jury, or to a special 
grand jury, for the purpose of placing 
the responsibility where it properly 
es.

Washington, D.C., Feb. 11.—[{By the 
Associated Press.]—Legai advisers of 
the department of justice were said to- 
day to be puzzled oyer recent repre- 
sentations of the French government 


to Washington regarding the status of 
American securities confiscated from 
German nationals during and after the 
world war by France. The French 
government, according to investigating 
Officials, has asked that this govern- 
ment recognize the legality of transfers 
of such stock in case France can sell 
them. 

The investigation has not progressed 
far enough for officials to forecast their 
decision as to the right of France to 
sell the seized stock. The question 
arose over a difference between Amer- 
ican and French law regarding the 
status of such certificates. 

The American officials are said to 
be of the opinion that this government 
can have nothing to do with any trans- 
fer of seized stock held by France; that 
it is a question between France and 
the original German owners of the s6e- 
curities.

A MUNICIPAL LAUNDRY. 
HB influence of the fifteen years 
of health on the Canal Zone is 
felt in varying measure in the 
various countries fronting the Car- 

ibbean sea and the Gulf of Mexico. In 
Limon, Costa Rica, I found a municipal 
laundry. It was located in an open, 
shed-like structure, surrounded by a 
lawn. Down the center of the long shed 
there was a cement water tank. On 
each side of this tank there was a row of 
twénty cement washtubs. By the side 
of each tub there was a water basin 
two feet square. The water in these 
basins stood on a level with the water 
in the large, cement tank or tub, being 
connected ith it by conduits. , The 
washtubs were about’ twenty-eight 
inches square and/about six inches deep. 
A washerwoman would dip from the 
small baSin with a calabash until the 
Water stood about two inches deep in 
her tub. She would soap the garment 
and scour it against the rough cement 
bottom of the tub—occasionally pound- 
ing it ‘with a rock kept for that purpose. 

To get a supply of clean water in the 
tub the plug was pulled from the outlet, 
the soapy water drained into the sewer, 
and the tub was filled with fresh water 
from the small basin by the use of the 
calabash. The washed clothes were 
spread on the grassy lawn. 


The health relations of a municipal 
laundry are indirect in character. Hun- 
dreds of times I have been in crowded 
city homes in which the washing and 
cooking were being: done in the kitchen, 
while a child sick: with some form of 
contagious disease lay in a smal) bed- 
room connected with the combination 
kitchen, laundry, dining room, and living 
room. 

If the housewives in these places could 
have taken their washing to a nearby 
public laundry, such as the one in Limon, 
Costa Rica, it would have been better 
for the children sick in the little open- 
ing off bedrooms and better for the com- 
munity at large.

Because of the demonstration that yel- 
low fever could be eradicated, made by 
Col. Gorgas and. the other army surgeons 
in Havana and in the Canal Zone, all 
the old yellow fever ridden countries are 
making an effort to get rid of this dis- 
ease. For the first time in many 
decades Ecuador is free from yellow. 
fever. 

In the whole. of Mexico in 1922, ac- 
cording to Dr. Vasconcelas, there were 
only twenty-five’ deaths from yellow 
fever, as compared with fifty-three in 
192? and 505 in 1920. | 

I traveled with Dr. Wolcott, who was 
America to join an expeé- 
dition which sails in May to undertake 
to eradicate yellow fever from the west 
coast of Africa. — 

It is thought that within a decade 
the very last focus of yellow fever will 
have been cleatied up and that the awful 
menace of the olden days will have been 
wiped from the face of the earth.

home, but such cider and fruit juices shall 
not be sold or delivered except to persons hav- 
ing permits to manufacture vinegar. 

The bureau's interpretation, of the foregoing 
Any person may, 
without a permit, and without giving bond. 
manufacture nonintoxicating cider and fruit 
juices and in so doing he may take his apples 


or fruits to & custom niill and have them 


made into cider and fruit juices. After such 
nonintoxicating cider ‘and fruit juices are 
made, they must be used exclusively in the 
home, and when so used, the phrase “ nonin- 
toxicating "" means nonintoxicating in fact, 
and not necessarily less than % per cent of 
alcohol; as provided in Section 29 of Title I., 
of the said act.

THE EMPLOYMENT AGENCY 
DEFENDS ITSELF. 

Chicago, Feb. 7.—Mr. E. G. Wheeler's 
letter in your paper today interests and 
amuses mé. 

When a man has a house to sell and 
he uses a real estate broker to help him 
dispose of same to advantage it is a 
proper and legitimate transaction. How- 
ever, when he has the most valuable 
thing he could possess in this little world 
~his services—and engages an employ- 
ment broker to- help him find fuitaple 
employment it seems such a transaction 
is a crime to some bigoted asses. 

If there are 300 employment agencies 
existing in Chicago it is because of the 
need of them. No business can main- 
tain itself without rendering a compen- 
sating service. The fact that these 300 
agencies in Chicago, together with some 
3,000 -others distributed all over the 
United States, are existing, have exist- 
ed, and will continue to exist in spite of 
the free government agehcies which have 
operated, and which do operate, is suf- 
ficient evidence of the usefulness of such 
private employment agencies, and con- 
firms the opinion of the Supreme court, 
pr sa in these words: 

“It cannot be denied that the business 
of the employment agency is a legiti- 
mate business; as much so as that of the 
banker, broker, or merchant; and under 
the methods prevailing§ in the modern 
business world today it may be said to 
be a necessary adjunct in the prosecution 
of business enterprises.” -
